IRRIQRATION BILL 


PASSES HOUSE 


The Vote In rarer Wa» 140 to as Oppoied 


-Amendment" Voted Down. 


WASHINGTON, .June 14.—The house 


yesterday passed the irrigation bill by 
a vote of 146 to 55. Many amendments 
were offered, but only- one.except those 
offered by the committee, was adopted. 
It was of a minor character. The bill 
already has passed the senate.

nouncement of its passage with a round 
of applause. 


The bill, as passed, creates a reclama- 


tion fund from the sale of public lands 
in Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Utah, 


Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
Xew Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming less the amount paid 
to local Innd officers and 5 per cent due 
the state under existing laws for educa- 
tional purposes, the reclamation fund to 
be used for the construction and main- 
tenance of irrigation works in the states 
and territories enumerated. 


Provision is made for the payment 


out of the treasury of any deficiencies 
in the allowances to agricultural col- 
lege* owing to this disposition of public, 
linds. The secretary of the interior-is 
authorized to examine, survey and,con- 
struct the irrigation ..works and' report 
tho cost thereof to congress' at each 
session. Section 4 provides for thft let 
ting of contracts for the works contem

fund for such' sections.

It would indeed be singular in a coun- 


try like ours if at intervals demands for 
reforms did not arist5.. and that these re- 
forms were not voiced by men by nature 
and environment Able to catch the popu- 
lar gala and bo swept into power. ^But 
however*strong may be the demand, yet 
when -reduced to some form of proposed 


. law, the remedial measures have 
often 


failed to'rneet the case, and enacted into 
law would have^'bufc made matters even 
worse than before, a/nd m this respect, is 
t>ut another instance of where the rem- 
edy is worse than the disease. Again, 
coming events ca&t their shadows before, 
and from the recesses 
of politics and 


from then-anks of the plain people como 
meji^fuliy equipped by temperament.and 
tacts as well as ability to consider it is 
ncrt in tho nature of things, one will 
po-Trer can control. 


This.is to say, that desirous as the 


people arc for reforms, they arc by no 
means prepared to accept dictation and 
dictatorship. They nray havo voiced 
•their desires in various ways, but they 
have -not'autiiorizod. assumed leaders to 
dictate, and prepare measures, 
osten- 


sibly-meeting 'the case, and yet in real- 
ity erecting a huge machine capable of 
full control by ambitious minds aiming 
at what no one fathoms tho real mean- 
Ing of. .With some it may be the mere 
desire to bo 'boss, to rule, and with oth- 
ers-the care-fully 
concealed 
desire to 


overthrow existingvfavorites of the peo- 
ple. 
Again it may bo =>. mixture of both. 


But in no case can it be assumed the 
people of any state or states have en- 
dorsed'the details of reform Jiie^si'.res, 
simply -because it bore the label without 
the^substance. 


It is so with the primary election re- 


form in this state. Xo one will deny a 
reform from present methods 
is clesir- 


. able, and no osie will deny but that a 


reform in existing methods of assessing 
for taxing purposes i.s equally desirable, 
but all this by no means is authority for 
any self-assumed 
dictatorship as has 


been plainly and unmistakeably exhibit- 
ed by tho present governor of Wisconsin. 
It ia in this that the governor has erred 
and made his mistake, and it is idle, the 
charge, that in opposing the governor, 
is opposing the needed reforms.

Kent, who was among the victims of 
this alleged hospital, lias aroused the 
city authorities to action, and a number 
of arrests have been made of the sup- 
posed responsible 
officials connected 


with the 
affair, but of course, beyond 


the first indignation, nothing more will 
be heard. This blind 
alderman 
was 


found close to the door where he had 
managed to crawl, manacled as he was, 
and other victims 
suffocated 
in their 


rooms unable to make their escape from

Alderman 


Kent made a heroic struggle for his life 
and was seen trying to break 
through 


the bars of his windows, but 
no help 


was possible. He had escaped from the

was cut off by the bars. Other victims 
were found in straight-jackets. The fire 
departments worked heroically and res- 
cued many lives and had not the rooms 
been -barred possibly no lives would have 
been lost.

such horrible affairs 
possible seems in- 


credible. The accounts ngree the insti- 
tution had no license,;and the sanitarium 
^authorities claim there was no necessity 
for a license. But jnst the same to the 
community it would certainly seem that 
no association or individual should, be 
perniited to conduct, , an.institution 
in 


the manner perhaps an authorized state 
hospital might do. Every opportunity 
through'such laxity, exists by which 
people may be gotten out of the way by 
designing relatives -and.sufficient means 
now exists for such 
purposes 
without 


the permitting of irresponsible people to 
conduct sanitariums, that use straight- 
jackets and handcuffs, as well as strap- 
ping to their beds.

IRRIQRATION BILL 


PASSES HOUSE 


The Vote in Favor Waft 146 to 55 Opposed 


—Amendment* V«ted Down. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—The house, 


yesterday passed the irrigation bill'.by 
a vote of 146 to 55, -Many amendments 
were offered, but only one,cxcept those 
offered by the committee, was adopted. 
It was of a minor character. The bill 
already has passed the senate. 
The 


friends of the measure greeted t'he an- 
nouncement of its passage with a round 
of applause. 


The bill, as passed, creates a reclama- 


tion fund from the sale of public lands 
in Arizona, California, Colorado, Utah, 
Kansas, Montana,, Nebraska, 
Nevada, 


New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming less the amount paid 
to local Innd officers and 5 per cent due' 
the state under existing laws for ediica- 
.tional purposes, the reclamation fund to 
be used for the construction and! main- 
tenance of irrigation works in the statea 
and territories enumerated.

On.top of 
the pan-she put an iron lid, on which 
she piled hot coals. It seemed to me 
the cooking consumed at least two 
hours,1 but 'twas-.only, ten minutes by 
my watch when the^woman took oft 
the lid and lifted out an immense loaf 
of what in Summerton would have 
been called baked chickeu feed, but 
which in the south is called com pone, 
sometimes bneoake. 


And how good it was! 
How, as I 


ate one' fragtneut o^ter another, I fe- 
licitated the ghosts of "past generations 
of my. father's chickens on tho enjoy- 
ment they must have had in eating 
just such.breakfasts! It was solid, a 
little of it'occurred a great lot of room 
inside my" belt, t but ''that was just 
what I wanted. 
There was neither 


salt, eggs-nor baking powder in it, as 
ther& always was in corn broad at our 
house in .Summerton, but the taste of 
tho raw meal was delightful: for its 
own sake. And the loaf was so easily 
made too! I then, and there resolved 
never to go on anitfher scout ^without 
a little bag of meaKan my^ haversack.,; 


As I ate, the otd^.woman tpjd. me, of 


the trouble she had in keeping' in the, 
house anything to eat. The southern 
soldiers, she snid, stole everything shq 
had whenever thoy came that way, as 
did the northern soldiers, so she had 
learned to :keop her chickens, pigs and 
corn in -the .woods for. .back from .the 
road, where nobody .would be likely.rtp 
find them, and her husband always 
watched them when any soldiers ,were 
In the neighborhood. 


I wondered what the people in the 


north would think about such treat- 
ment of the colored people, for -whose 
b'eriefit some-of them seemed to think 
the war was conducted, but my 
thoughts ' were interrupted by the 
Bound of a bugle.

a full stomach and an entire willing-' 
ness;to face, single handed, the whole 
southern army in battle array. 'Many, 
months later, when I had some soldiers 
under my own command, I gave more 
attention to the cookhouse, than to my 
other duties combined. And how grate- 
ful were the smiles which Brainardj 
Hamilton and croyne gave me when I 
divided my surplus hoecake among 
thorn! Brainnrd said that bit of hoei 
cake sayed his life, so, I had done the" 
government as great a service as if I 
had brought a new fioldier into the 
field. 


Again we started, and as we rode the 


captain and lieutenants looked^ fre- 
quently at the horses' heads to see that

This was depressing.> It was simply

Thevwater in my 
canteen .became disgustingly .,warm, 
for the midday, sun was hot, and I had 
not learned how. to coof a canteen, j'et 
my mouth and throat;were,parched. 
My legs ached intensely, from the 
steady pressure on the saddle/yet the 
horn of the saddle was BO high, .with. 
thg;.roll of blankets' strapped .to * it,' 
that I could .not; get relief by-;'riding, 
"woman fashion" for a few moments,; 
"as was the custom- with farmfer^sboys: 
at SnsBtnerton. Pooiv..Brainard, who 
never before had ^ done any riding,: 
saidirhe was sure his legs -were JjMag 
so bowed that they .would hayp.a wid- 
er spread than b5s shoulders, which 
would be extremely inconvenient^ as' 
iwell as unsightly. But there was'one 
comfort—Mick McTwyny insisted 'that 
his "legs were that bad that when he 
reached camp he was going to the hos- 
pital and remain there f6r>life.
